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ACCESS  program:  a  year  of  progress

This  school  year  marked  the 
first  year  of  our  one-to-one 
laptop  program,  which  wc 
call  ACCESS,  in  Grades  7  and  8. 
We  call  this  program  ACCESS 
because  wc  believe  it  is  important 
for  a  student  to  have  access  to 
information  and  resources  from 
any  classroom  in  the  school,  and 
to  be  able  to  access  and  use  his 
electronic  documents  at  home  or 
wherever  he  may  be.  When  asked 
to  explain  the  laptop  program,  1 
usually  address  the  issues  of 
context,  content,  opportunity  and 
access. 

Context 
Context  means  that  all  parents  are  aware  that  their 
children  have  grown  up  with  technology  and  use  computers 
and  the  Internet  regularly.  We  also  know  that  they  will  have 
to  study  and  work  in  a  world  of  continuing  change.  They 
will  truly  be  life-long  learners,  and  they  will  have  to  be 
comfortable  with,  and  adapt  to,  new  technology. 

Content 
What  content  will  laptop  students  learn?  Certainly  their 
technology  skills  will  improve,  biu  they  must  also  be  able  to 
access  and  evaluate  relevant  information  from  the  Internet 
and  electronic  databases,  and  to  demonstrate  their 
knowledge  in  traditional  and  non-traditional  ways  suited  to 
a  variety  of  learning  styles.  Laptops  allow  students  to  write 
more  and  edit  more.  Wc  can  also  use  technology  activities 
to  encourage  cross-curricular  projects. 
Opportunity 
The  laptop  program  is  an  addition  to  the  rich 
educational  environment  found  at  our  school.  There  are 
opportunities  for  new  approaches  to  deliver  instruction  and 
complete  assignments.  In  some  cases  we  may  see  changes  in 
teaching  strategies,  but  the  core  values  that  define  Seluyn 
House — a  focus  on  independent  learning,  critical  and 
creative  thinking  and  comtiiunicating  ideas  well — will  not 
change. 

Access 
Communication  is  essential  to  education,  and 
technology  provides  additional  modes  of  communication. 
Using  FirstClass,  our  conferencing  system,  teachers  and 
students  can  an.swer  questions  and  discuss  topics.  \'er\' 
often,  when  a  question  is  posted,  it  is  another  student  who 
answers  the  question.  'I'he  teacher  can  rc\  iew  the  students' 
electronic    dialog   when    he    or   she    luxt    lotis    iii.    Class 


handouts  and  assignments  are 
available  through  these  FirstClass 
conferences,  and  more  teachers 
are  collecting  assignments 
through  these  conferences.  As  a 
related  service,  we  will  continue  to 
provide  students  and  parents  with 
access  to  current  test  and 
assignment  grades  in  most 
subjects  via  private  Web  sites. 

In  the  first  year  of  our  laptop 
program  we  saw  increased 
communication  between  students 
and  teachers,  more  student 
presentations,  additional  use  of 
visual  and  auditor)'  assignments, 
and  quite  a  few  presentations.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
students  technical  and  software  skills  have  improved.  For 
example,  in  science  class  students  had  to  use  Excel  and 
DataStudio — software  they  may  never  have  explored  on 
their  own.  The  laptops  have  also  allowed  teachers  to  adapt 
assignments  to  different  learning  st\'les.  For  example,  visual 
demonstratiotis  available  on  the  Internet  or  programmed  by 
students  provided  a  new  alternative  to  traditional 
instruction. 

In  May,  a  questionnaire  was  distributed  to  all  Middle 
School  students,  teachers  and  parents.  The  results  will  be 
available  on  our  Web  site  over  the  summer,  and  we  will 
consider  all  comments  and  suggestions.  Next  year,  the 
program  will  expand  as  the  students  move  up  a  grade,  and 
we  will  also  include  Grade  10  students. 

Our  first  year  wasn't  \v  ithout  its  technical  glitches  or  its 
critics.  The  program  elicited  a  great  deal  of  discussion 
among  teachers,  students  and  parents.  Some  comments 
were  favourable,  some  were  critical,  but  most  were 
thoughtful  and  constructive. 

One  of  the  changes  the  technolog)-  committee  made  this 
year  was  to  reduce  the  laptop  rental  tee  to  S800  from  S900 
per  year,  if  parents  agree  to  take  responsibilit)'  for 
replacement  cost  insurance  in  case  of  loss  or  theft.  The  other 
chatige  was  to  implement  a  purchase  plan  for  Grades  10  and 
11,  so  that  a  student  will  own  his  machine  when  he 
graduates. 

As  with  anv  new  project,  there  is  a  learning  cune,  and 
room  for  improvement.  As  our  laptop  program  matures,  wc 
will  see  changes  in  its  structure,  a  shifting  of  emphasis  from 
the  technological  features  to  the  pedagogical  features,  and  a 
greater  awareness  of  other  possibilities  that  may  arise  from 
the  iiueraction  of  technolot^v  and  education. 
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CESI  National  Technology  Project

The  National  Technology  Project  is  a  two-year 
undertaking  by  the  Canadian  Educational  Standards 
Institute  that  began  in  September  2004  and 
continues  next  year.  The  purpose  of  this  project  is  to  enable 
CESI  schools  to  compile  and  share  information  about  all 
practices  related  to  technology.  It  was  a  thrill  lor  me  to  be 
asked  to  sit  on  the  planning  committee  of  the  NTP,  which 
is  overseeing  the  project  and  compiling  the  results  of 
technology  "best  practices"  within  member  schools.  Each 
participating  school  is  visited  by  a  group  of  teachers  and 
administrators  from  other  schools  and  coordinated  by  a 
member  of  the  planning  committee.  They  look  at  five  areas 
of  technology  use  within  the  school:  planning  and  policies, 
finance,  equipment  and  infrastructure,  instructional  and 
administrative  applications,  and  maintenance  and  support. 
Most  of  their  visit  is  spent  considering  the  pedagogical  uses 
of  technology  within  the  school,  making  the  visit  an 
exceptional  professional  development  activity  for  the 
members  of  the  committee.  Without  exception,  feedback 
about  the  project  has  been  enthusiastic,  and  more  schools 
have  signed  up  to  participate  as  word  spread. 


The  six-member  CESI  committee  that  visited  Selwyn 
House  in  February  was  comprised  of  teachers  and 
administrators  from  private  schools  across  the  country.  Our 
school  received  a  favourable  report,  along  with  some 
sensible  recommendations  for  improvement.  One  such 
remark  was  that  our  long-term  plan  was,  in  fact,  too  long 
term  given  the  pace  of  technological  change. 

The  report  noted: 

"Selwyn  House  is  a  fine  school  that  has  done  a  good  job 
of  moving  forward  with  IT  in  education.  Most  elements  of 
a  successful  'IT'  school  are  in  place,  and  the  school  is 
realistic  about  the  rate  of  change  that  is  cost-effective  and 
manageable. 

"The  school  has  taken  an  appropriately  cautious 
approach  to  becoming  a  laptop  school." 

Several  teachers  from  Selwyn  House  had  the  opportunity 
to  visit  other  schools  around  the  country,  from  Calgarv'  to 
New  Brunswick,  and  I  had  the  pleasure  of  chairing  several 
of  the  NTP  visits.  We  all  returned  inspired  and  enthusiastic 
about  what  we  saw  at  other  schools  and  confident  that 
Selwyn  House  is  moving  in  the  right  direction  with  respect 
to  technology.

Stratford  worth  the  price  of  admission

Some  years  ago,  we  discussed  canceling  the  annual  trip 
to  Stratford.  Was  it  worth  the  money  and  time — eight 
hours  each  way  by  bus?  We'd  seen  a  fairly  ponderous 
production  o\  Hdmlet  the  year  before,  and  the  value  of 
going  back  seemed  moot.  I'm  happy  to  report  that  this 
year's  trip,  from  September  3-5,  was  worth  every  penny. 

After  driving  all  day  Thursday,  we  took  in  three  shows, 
two  to  reduced  houses  (the  travel  industry  still  suftering  the 
effects  of  SARS)  and  one  packed  to  the  brim.  This  last  was 
The  King  and  /,  which  many  of  the  boys'  parents  would 
remember  from  the  film.  Instead  of  Yul  Brynner,  however, 
we  had  Victor  Taimadge,  with  Lucy  Peacock  playing  the 
part  of  Anna  Leonowcns,  the  English  schoolmistress  whose 
love-hate  relationship  with  the  King  runs  like  sweet  sadness 
through  the  production.  Good  as  these  actors  were, 
however,  the  chief  attraction  of  this  year's  show  was  the 
four-story  recreation  of  a  Siamese  palace — a  gorgeous 
backdrop  to  this  Rodgcrs  and  Hammerstein  classic. 


The  other  rwo  plays  on  our  bill  deserved  better 
attendance,  I  thought.  Pericles  retells  the  stor\-  of  Odysseus, 
more  or  less,  and  includes  a  lovely  reunion  (tear-inducing  to 
me,  an\-wav)  between  the  aged  title  character  and  his 
daughter,  thought  lost.  Perhaps  the  best  show  of  all, 
however  (certainly  at  arresting  the  kids'  attention),  was 
Tawingof  the  Shrew.  PhysicalK',  we  sat  about  three  feet  from 
the  actors.  ThematicalK',  we  adults  discussed  this  play's 
misog)'ny  at  some  length,  while  the  kids  simply  sensed  that 
Kates  domestication  was  controversial.

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Math  teams  secondy  sixth,  eleventh

All  of  out  Gtade  9,  10  and  1 1  students  were  registered 
again  this  year  in  the  University  of  Waterloo's 
Canadian  Mathematics  Competition.  Each  grade 
writes  a  different  competition;  Grade  9s  write  the  Pascal 
Contest,  Grade  10s  the  Cayley  and  Grade  1  Is  the  Fermat. 

The  best  three  scores  from  each  school,  at  each  grade 
level,  are  taken  to  determine  an  aggregate  score,  and,  thus, 
the  top  schools.  Chris  Yee  Wong  and  Phil  Cutler  each 
scored  138;  Sung  Jun  Bae,  Niki  Thorpe  and  Stefan  Luu 
each  tied  at  132.  This  earned  Selwyn  House  a  school  score 
of  270. 

Each  contest  consists  of  twenty-five  multiple-choice 
questions.  Solutions  must  be  neat  and  elegant  in  order  to 
allow  the  student  to  have  a  chance  of  completing  all  of  them 
within  the  sixty  minutes  allotted. 

Nicholas  Wybo,  Rohan  Rakheja  and  Kyle  Burrows  had 
the  best  scores  among  our  Grade  9s,  with  an  aggregate  of 
408  out  of  a  possible  450.  This  earned  the  school  sixth  place 
among  the  120  schools  in  Quebec  that  participated. 

The  Grade  10  "team"  of  Chris  Yee  Wong,  Phil  Cutler 
and  Nicholas  Thorpe  also  earned  408  out  of  450  to  place 
second  among  all  Quebec  schools,  and  thirty-seventh  out  of 
1 ,394  schools  in  Canada. 

In  Grade  1 1 ,  Moses  Tannenbaum,  Valter  Pinchiaroli  and 
Justin  Tan  had  our  three  best  results  and  an  eleventh  place 
among  Quebec  schools. 

Approximately  84,000  students  across  Canada 
participated  at  all  three  levels.

Mr.  Dozois  used  to  be  an 
aspiring  musician,  which  led  to  a  career 
in  o\erseeing  the  sound  in  several  ver\' 
popular  computer  games,  such  as 
Prince  of  Persia.  After  graduating  from 
Selwvn  House,  Mr.  .Antoniadis 
attended  Marianopolis  in  Pure  and 
Applied  Science,  then  went  to  McGill 
for  a  bachelor's  degree  in  chemical 
engineering  and  recendy  finished  an 
MBA  at  Concordia.  He  currently 
works  at  an  engineering  company, 
CAE,  where  he  is  in  charge  of  the  production  of  chips  used 
in  simulators  that  they  build  for  the  army. "

Selwyn  House  senior  school  students  and  faculty  joined 
with  family  and  friends  of  the  late  Seth  Reznick  at  the 
Shaar  Hashomayim  Synagogue  on  Monday,  April  26 
for  a  celebration  of  the  life  of  a  young  man  who  was  a 
beloved  friend  to  all  who  knew  him  during  his  short  time  at 
Selwyn  House. 

Seth,  the  son  of  Toni  and  Larry  Reznick  of  TMR, 
attended  Selwyn  House  for  most  of  the  2001-2002 
academic  year.  Enrolling  at  SHS  in  Grade  7,  Seth  was  forced 
to  leave  at  the  end  of  that  same  year  when  it  was  discovered 
that  he  had  a  brain  tumour.  He  died  on  December  22, 
2003.  When  Selwyn  House  re-opened  in  January  after  the 
holiday  break,  the  school  flag  flew  at  half-mast  in  Seth's 
honour. 

Guests  at  the  synagogue  on  April  26  were  served  a  lunch 
made  up  of  some  of  Seth's  favourite  toods,  and  wore 
yarmulkes  sporting  Seth's  favourite  colours.  Selwyn  House 
counselor  Minna  Shulman  pointed  out  the  significance  of 
these  touches  in  her  welcoming  speech. 

Selwyn  House  Headmaster  William  Mitchell  and 
Middle  School  Director  Carol  Manning  recalled  Seth's  time 
at  Selwyn  House.  His  homeroom  teacher,  Matt  McCarney, 
gave  a  humourous  and  touching  tribute  to  the  young 
student  who  won  over  the  hearts  of  his  teachers  and 
classmates  in  his  first  days  at  the  school. 


On  behalf  of  Selwyn  House,  Minna  Shulman  then  lit  the 
first  of  fifteen  memorial  candles. 

Jason  Leopold,  Robert  Abelson  and  Daniel  Blanshay 
described  what  it  was  like  to  have  Seth  as  a  friend  and  fellow 
student.  Each  of  these  students,  as  well  as  Aiden  Bourke, 
Stephen  Tsoukas,  Mark  Sadaka  and  Stefan  Papich,  lit  a 
candle  in  Seth's  memory.

Children's  Hospital,  lit  a  candle,  as  did  Seth's  grandparents 
"Nonna"  and  "Nonno,"  (Nicola  and  Michelina)  Calabrese, 
and  Seth's  siblings,  Philip,  Melissa  and  Richard. 

Seth's  parents,  Toni  and  Larry  Reznick,  lit  a  candle,  then 
a  second  one  for  Seth's  dog  Yoshi,  an  inseparable  friend  who 
slept  every  night  at  the  foot  of  Seth's  bed  while  he  was  ill. 

Rabbi  E.  Forman  from  Shaar  Hashomayim  called  for  a 
moment  of  silence  and  a  reflection  on  the  many  lives 
enhanced  by  Seth's  presence.  Rev.  David  Woolfson,  who 
facilitated  the  service,  spoke  about  Seth  on  behalf  of  the 
Reznick  family  and  thanked  everyone  for  their  attendance.

Free  the  Children  is  an 
international  organization  ot 
children  helping  children. 
Already,  at  the  beginning  of  this  new 
school  year,  we  in  the  Selw\'n  House 
chapter  of  Free  the  Children  look 
forward  to  putting  into  action  the 
many  fundraising  ideas  we  have. 

Last  year,  William  Martin, 
Anshuman  Saksena  and  I  took  on  the 
leadership  roles  in  the  chapter. 
Knowing  that  we  would  be  working 
together  as  leaders  for  two  years,  we 
decided  to  take  on  a  larger-scale 
project:  raising  enough  hinds  to  build 
a  school  in  a  Third  World  country  in 
the  name  of  Selwyn  House. 

Our  first  fundraiser  in  2002  was  a 
lollipop  sale  at  the  school's  Fall  Event 
Garage  Sale.  After  seeing  the  interest 
that  we  had  begun  to  foster,  the  school 
gave  us  a  generous  donation  of  five 
hundred  dollars  from  the  Garage  Sale 
fund.  After  Christmas,  we  held 
monthly  pizza  sales  and,  after  the 
opening  of  the  famous  Krispy  Kreme 
doughnut  shops,  extremely  successful 
doughnut  sales.  We  also  sold 
refreshments  at  the  school  play  in  the 
spring.

What's  on  the  mind  of  a  typical  Selwyn  House 
Grade  7  student?  The  answer  can  be  found  on  the 
pages  of  Seven  Times,  a  new  in-house  newspaper 
published  this  year  by  an  enterprising  group  of  students 
with  a  lot  ot  self-motivation  and  literary  ambition. 

At  the  core  of  the  students  involved  in  the  project  are 
editors  Graham  Hooton  7A  and  his  twin  brother,  Trevor 
7C,  who  admit  the  idea  was  hatched  as  a  way  of  keeping 
active  young  minds  from  lying  fallow.  "We  had  time  on  our 
hands,  and  our  parents  decided  we  should  do  something 
other  than  play  video  games,"  says  Graham. 

Then  again,  journalism  at  Selwyn  House  is  a  Hooton 
family  tradition.  The  boys"  dad,  Clive,  a  1973  graduate,  was 
editor  of  the  Selwyn  House  Examiner  and  the  yearbook  in 
his  Senior  School  days. 

Approximately  twenty  students  from  Grade  7  contribute 
to  each  issue  of  Seven  Times.  Contributors  pitch  their  story 
ideas  to  Graham  and  Trevor,  who  edit  the  material  and  lay 
it  out  on  page  with  Lucas  Vanelli  7C.  Lucas'  mom,  Lucy,  a 
graphic  designer  with  Lacava  Design,  showed  the  boys  how 
to  lay  out  pages  using  Quark  XPress.  Now  the  boys  are  on 
their  own  and  the  presses  are  rolling. 

Well,  the  electronic  presses,  at  least.  In  this  paperless  age 
the  boys  have  chosen  to  limit  their  publication  to  three 
print  copies,  one  for  each  Grade  7  homeroom.  Everyone 
else  gets  Seven  Times  on-line,  by  downloading  a  copy  in 
PDF  format  through  the  School's  First  Class  e-mail  system. 

A  typical  issue  might  include  fiction,  comics,  reviews  of 
movies  and  video  games,  poetry,  sports  stats,  a  comical 
horoscope  and  even  a  review  of  a  recent  dance  at  The  Study. 
The  neat  layout  and  colour  photos  by  Thomas  Nichols  7C 
give  the  publication  a  professional  look. 

It's  a  big  job  that  is  often  bigger  than  the  boys 
anticipated.  "As  editors,  we  are  responsible  for  all  the 
spelling  and  grammar,"  Graham  points  out.  "Sometimes  we

miss  things  and  it  takes  a  long  time  to  fix  it  all.  Also,  we  do 
our  formatting  on  Saturdays.  Sometimes  it  can  take  an 
entire  day  and  it  gets  very  repetitive." 

Trevor  concurs,  obviously  having  learned  the  first  rule  of 
journalism:  "It  always  takes  longer  than  we  expect." 

But  the  boys  agree  the  project  pays  off  in  ways  they  never 
anticipated.  "It's  a  good  social  thing, "  says  Trevor.  "We  have 
staff  brainstorming  sessions  where  we  throw  around  ideas 
and  get  a  lot  of  things  done.  Also,  we  get  a  lot  of  good 
feedback  from  our  readers." 

The  first  issue  came  out  April  5,  with  the  final  issue 
being  published  just  before  the  end  of  the  school  year.

Selwyn  House  held  its  fifteenth  annual  Middle  School 
Science  Fair  on  January  22.  The  format  was  changed 
for  this  year's  fair.  Only  Grade  7  students  took  part 
because  the  Grade  8  students  will  be  participating  in  the 
Canada  Wide  Virtual  Science  Fair  (for  more  information, 
see  http://www.virtualsciencefair.com). 

Students  presented  forty-seven  different  projects  to 
parents  and  judges. 

"We  have  four  key  reasons  for  having  a  science  fair," 
explains  Middle  School  science  teacher  George  Ladd.  "First, 
all  Grade  7  students  have  an  opportunity  to  participate  in 
an  enriched  research-based  activity.  This  activity  gives  the 
boys  experience  in  managing  a  long-term  project  with 
specific  intermediate  deadlines.  Second,  for  the  boys  who 
enjoy  science,  this  is  an  opportunity  to  learn,  as  scientists 
do,  by  establishing  a  hypothesis,  as  well  as  an  independent 
variable  and  a  dependent  variable.  Once  their  data  is 
compiled,  their  hypothesis  is  either  accepted  or  rejected.  For 
the  boys  whose  interests  lie  elsewhere,  the  whole  process 
gives  them  insight  into  how  a  scientist  works  and  thinks. 
Finally,  all  the  boys  must  speak  about  their  projects  in 
public  and  defend  their  discoveries. 

"We  expect  that  these  skills  and  abilities  will  help  with 
their  future  experiences,"  says  Mr.  Ladd.

n  Monday,  October  20,  some  ot  the  students  at  Ben    Haggert)'    is    one    of  the    great    leaders    of  the

Selwyn  House  boys  achieved  an 
excellent  result  at  the  Scholastic

One  day  in  the  future,  a  robot  rover  exploring  the 
surface  of  Mars  might  be  built  or  programmed  by 
scientists  who  are  todays  Selwyn  House  students. 

It's  not  such  a  distant  possibility.  On  December  17, 
2003,  robots  programmed  by  Grade  5  students  at  SHS 
drove  through  a  simulated  Martian  landscape,  making  their 
way  toward  a  cave  to  seek  protection  from  an  impending 
volcanic  eruption.  All  this  took  place  in  the  Agora  ol  the 
School's  Speirs  Building. 

The  exercise  was  part  of  a  new  Elementary  School 
program  in  which  students  study  the  science  of  robotics  in 
progressive  levels. 

It  starts  in  Grade  4,  where  students  design  and  build 
machines  that  use  gears  tor  sell-propulsion.  In  Grade  5,  they 
move  on  to  the  technique  of  programming,  writing 
computer  commands  that  direct  the  movements  of  the 
robot. 

The  competing  robots  are  built  employing  the  LEGO 
MindStorms  software.  The  hardware  components  are 
included  in  the  Mars  Explorer's  Kit,  which  the  school 
obtained  from  the  Montreal  Planetarium.  Each  kit  includes 
parts  for  a  vehicle,  plus  the  necessary  motors,  sensors  and  an 
RCX  "brain"  module.  This  unit  receives  instructions  by 
remote  control  from  the  student  team's  laptop  computer 
and  translates  them  into  mechanical  commands  to  guide 
the  robot  through  the  obstacle  course. 

It  took  the  teams  two  months  to  prepare  for  the 
competition.  "The  students  already  knew  some  ol  the 
concepts  involved,"  says  teacher  Ghantal  Simard,  "but  this 
was  their  first  time  to  try  programming."  They  had  to  learn 


to  take  accurate  measurements  and  calculate  ratios  of  time 
and  distance  in  order  to  make  their  robot  navigate  through 
the  obstacle  course  successfully. 

The  students  were  organized  into  five  teams  of  four 
students  each.  Team  members  were  assigned  tasks,  from 
design  to  programming  to  group  organization.  "It's  not  only 
cross-curricular,"  Mr.  Simard  points  out,  "but  it  also 
involves  motivation,  social  skills  and  teamwork." 

With  help  from  SHS  computer  technician  Mike  Kane, 
the  class  turned  the  competition  into  an  exciting  event,  with 
high-energ)'  background  music  and  a  throng  of  students 
watching  and  cheering  on  their  favourite  team.  Grade  4 
observers  rated  each  team  on  its  ability'  to  work  as  a  unit. 

From  a  starting  point,  each  robot  had  to  travel  one  metre 
in  a  straight  line,  then  turn  ninet)'  degrees  and  manoeuvre 
its  way  into  the  safer*'  of  the  cave  before  the  volcano 
erupted.  Each  team  made  five  attempts,  making 
adjustments  to  their  programming  between  heats.  One 
hundred  bonus  points  were  awarded  for  each  robot  that 
made  it  into  the  cave — two  were  successfiil. 

All  this  excitement  helps  prepare  the  students  for  their 
Grade  6  year,  where  students  are  now  embarking  on  a  full 
unit  on  robotics.  Middle  School  science  teacher  George 
Ladd  is  also  working  on  a  robotics  program  for  Grades 
and  8. 

The  timing  ol  the  project  was  perfect.  "The  boys  already 
knew  about  the  previous  Pathfinder  robot  that  went  to  Mars 
in  199^,  but  the  recent  landing  ol  the  Spirit  probe  on  Mars 
did  a  lot  to  pique  their  interest,"  says  Mr.  Simard.

The  Selwyn  House  Gryphon 
wrestling  team  recently 
returned  from  a  training  camp 
in  Havana,  Cuba,  where  they  trained 
with  top  Cuban  wrestlers  from 
February  1  to  February  8,  2004.  This 
was  the  first-ever  Selwyn  House  trip  to 
Cuba  and  it  was  an  amazing 
educational  and  sports  experience  for 
the  students  who  participated.  Eight 
Gryphon  wrestlers,  Alex  Browman 
(Gr.  11),  Anshuman  Saksena  (Gr.  1 1), 
Julien  Dumont  (Gr.  9),  Michael  Lazar 
(Gr.  11),  Kamran  Chaudhry  (Gr.  8), 
Ben  Wilner  (Gr.  10),  Charles  Ayas  (Gr. 
11),  and  David  Oliver  (Gr.  9),  were 
accompanied  on  the  trip  by  Selwyn 
House  Athletic  Director  Steve  Mitchell 
and  me. 

Our  training  took  place  at  a 
regional  sports  school  where  almost 
seven  hundred  boys  and  girls  specialize 
in  sports  such  as  wrestling, 
judo,  field  hockey  and 
basketball.  The  students  are 
selected  from  all  the 
elementary  schools  in  the 
province,  and  are  boarded  at 
the  school  at  no  cost  to  the 
parents.  There  they  combine 
athletics  with  academics  and 
train  on  a  year-round  basis. 
The  coaches  were  former 
national  team  members,  and 
were  very  knowledgeable.  In 
addition  to  training,  we  had 
the  opportunity  to  watch  a 
boys'  wrestling  tournament 
and  a  girls'  judo  tournament 
held  at  the  sports  school 
where  we  trained. 

The  facilities  in  Cuba 
were  not  of  the  same 
standards  found  here.  They 
were,  in  fact,  quite 
dilapidated.  The  quality  of 
the  coaching  and  the 
technical  knowledge  and 
enthusiasm    of   the    Cuban

students,  however,  was  outstanding.  It 
is  easy  to  see  why  Cuba  has  long  been 
one  of  the  top  nations  in  the  world  in 
terms  of  medals  won  in  world  and 
Olympic  competitions,  despite  its 
relatively  small  size  and  population  of 
only  1 1  million. 

We  were  fortunate  to  meet  the  head 
coach  of  the  Junior  National  Team, 
and  we  were  invited  to  watch  a 
training  session  where  athletes  were 
preparing  for  an  upcoming 
international  competition.  Our 
students  were  amazed  at  the  athletic 
ability  and  competitive  spirit  of  the 
Cuban  wrestlers. 

Our  study  of  the  Cuban  sports 
system  included  taking  in  a  baseball 
game  between  two  of  the  top  major 
league  teams  in  Cuba,  as  well  as  a  little 
league  game.  Baseball  in  Cuba  is  a 
national  passion,  and  our  seats  behind 


home  plate  in  Havana  Stadium  gave  us 
an  excellent  opportunity  to  view  this 
first  hand. 

In  addition  to  our  sporting 
activities,  we  were  able  to  sample  a 
great  deal  of  the  rich  cultural  heritage 
of  Cuba  and  its  people.  We  spent  some 
time  in  downtown  Havana,  viewing 
Old  Havana,  the  parliament  buildings 
and  the  fort  constructed  in  the 
sixteenth  century,  as  well  as  Cuban 
Chinatown  and  some  magnificent 
caves  outside  the  cit\'.  A  tour  of  the 
1991  Pan  American  Games  facilities 
was  also  quite  impressive. 

The  Selwyn  House  wrestlers  came 
away  with  a  better  knowledge  of  their 
sport,  a  few  new  techniques  and  many 
new  friends.  It  was  not  only  an 
outstanding  opportunity  to  learn,  but 
was  also  a  very  enjoyable  experience.

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Remembrance  Day  2003 


The  entire  student  body  of  Selw)'n  House  School 
assembled  in  the  Macaulay  gym  on  November  1 1  to 
reflect  on  the  sacrifices  made  on  their  behalf  by 
Canada's  soldiers. 

The  singing  of  the  School  Hymn  and  an  introduction  by 
Headmaster  William  Mitchell  were  followed  by  a  reading  of 
"First  Poppies"  by  Nicholas  Bradley  6A.  The  Remembrance 
Day  poppy  has  become  a  tradition,  he  said,  because  they 
"...remind  us  of  the  flowers  that  grew  over  the  graves  of  the 
men  who  died  in  the  trenches  in  France  during  the  war  of 
1914  to  1918." 

This  was  followed  by  the  poem  "In  Flanders  Fields,"  by 
John  McCrae,  read  by  Georges  Greiche  8B,  and  "Le 
Dormeur  de  Val,"  by  Arthur  Rimbaud,  read  by  Alexandre 
Brillon  8A. 

Charles  Vennat  lOA  delivered  the  keynote  speech,  in 
which  he  recalled  a  family  trip  to  France  for  the  sixtieth 
anniversary  of  the  battle  of  Dieppe. 

"On  August  19,  1942,  4,963  Canadian  men  were  sent  to 
Dieppe,  a  little  town  in  Normandy,"  he  said.  "That  day,  the 
Canadian  Army  lost  3,369  soldiers,  1,944  of  whom  were 
taken  prisoner  and  had  to  spend  three  years  in  a  Nazi 
concentration  camp.  In  this  operation,  which  lasted  barely 
nine  hours,  more  Canadians  were  taken  than  in  the  eleven 
months  preceding  the  Dieppe  Raid. 

"My  grandfather  Andre  Vennat,  a  lieutenant  for  Les 
Fusiliers  Mont-Royal,  a  francophone  regiment  from 
Montreal,  was  one  of  the  men  whose  lives  were  taken  in

"It  was  truly  impressive  to  see  the  hundreds  of  people, 
young  and  old,  who  had  gathered  together  to  watch  the 
ceremonies  commemorating  the  lives  of  young  men  who 
had  tought  to  save  them,"  Charles  continued.  "It  was  at  that 
moment  that  I  truly  realized  how  valuable  what  my 
grandfather  and  his  colleagues  had  done  really  was. 

"The  lesson  I  learned  at  Dieppe  is  one  I  will  remember 
for  the  rest  of  my  life, "  he  concluded.  "I  learned  that  you 
have  to  make  sacrifices,  to  help  others,  as  it  is  our  duty  to 
help  out  our  fellow  man.  Sometimes,  our  duty  is  to  risk  our 
lives  to  benefit  the  lives  of  the  younger  generations,  and 
those  to  come." 

Head  Prefect  Paul  Tsoukas  then  read  from  the  44th 
Chapter  of  Ecclesiasticus.  "And  some  there  be  which  have  no 
memorial;  who  are  perished  as  though  they  had  never  been; 
and  are  become  as  though  they  had  never  been  born.  But 
these,  too,  were  worthy  men  whose  righteousness  hath  not 
been  forgotten,"  he  read. 

This  was  followed  by  the  official  Act  of  Remembrance, 
in  which  Prefects  Paul  Tsoukas  1  lA,  William  Martin  llB, 
Bryce  Durafourt  1  lA,  Justin  Tan  1 IC,  Shawn  Errunza  1  lA, 
Ben  Meadow  1  IB,  Charles  Ayas  1 IC  and  Sean  Brophy  1 IC 
read  names  of  fifty  former  SHS  students  who  died  in  war. 

Vicar  Rivzi  then  played  "Last  Post"  and  "Reveille,"  after 
which  the  students  sang  "O  Canada."
